Almost seems that the farmers up Wembley 
way have “ganged up” on the wheat-growers 
of the rest of the world. Eight times in the 
last eleven years an Alberta man has brought 
home the world championship in wheat from 
the Chicago International, and in five out of 
those eight years the prize has gone to Wemb- 
ley. 

Mr. Herman Trelle won so often the direc- 
ters of the fair had to shut him out to give 
other competitors a chance, and now a neighbor, 
Mr. John B. Allsop, has stepped into the suc- 
cession, and again the wheat crown goes to 
You can't keep a good man—or 4 
istrict—down, and when good farmers on 
go nd go after quality they get it. Con- 
gratulations to the winner, to Wembley, to the 
Peace River country, and to the whole prov- 
ince of Alberta. 

This, by the way, is the twentieth time a 
Canadian has won the premier prize in the 
twenty-four years it has been awarded. That 
record speaks for itself. In the production of 
highest quality wheat the odds are five to one 
on Canada against all the rest of the world. 

Practically the competition has narrowed 
down to a struggle for supremacy between the 
provinces of Saskatchewan and Alberta. The 
neighboring province now has eleven wins to 
its credit, against eight for Alberta. But the 
Saskatchewan growers did most of their win- 
ning before the Alberta men really got going. 

Perhaps even more significant Mr. 
Allsop’s victory is the fact that eight out of the 
first ten places in wheat were won by Alberta 
farmers. When Wembley loses it will likely be 
to some other Alberta district. 


ONE TRAP AVOIDED 


When the delegates at Versailles got through 
applying “self determination” to Mittel Europe 
the map of that region presented a checker- 
board of trouble zones that must have gladden- 
ed the heart of Zakharoff as he surveyed the 
prospect for future business. 

Of all the glaring instances of preparation 
for trouble to come, the disposition made of the 
Saar region was outstanding. The district was 
placed for fifteen years under the League of 
Nations, at the end of which time its people 
should say by ballot whether they wanted to 
continue under the League, rejoin Germany, or 
annex their territory to France. 

That was a reasonable settlement, on paper 
But the conference went on to make the mines 
in the Saar region the absolute and perman- 
ent property of France. It did not seem to oc- 
cur to the commissioners that in the event of 
the Saarlanders voting to rejoin Germany there 
would be created a situation about as likely to 
flame into war as any could be. How a German 
administration of the Saar territory would har- 
monize with French ownership of the Saer 
mines got no attention whatever. 

France and Germany appear to have shown 
more sense than the treaty-makers. They have, 
as reported, reaviled an agreement that if the 
Saar is rejoined to Germany, ownership of the 
mines shall go there also, France to be paid for 
the mines as, when and how payment may be 
possible. 

The Governments at Paris and Berlin de- 
serve congratulation on having seen the danger 
they were walking into and made an amicable 
arrangement to avoid it. Europe may congrat- 
ulete itself on the outcome, no less heartily.

FIGHTING FOR THEIR HOMES 

Wherever they got the money, Edmonton 
taxpayers have paid in $121,000 more taxes this 
year than last. A higher tax rate accounts for 
that in part; those who have kept abreast of the 
demands have had to pay more this year. 

But there is an increase also in the arrears 
paid. That indicates the loyalty of the tax- 
payers to their city, and also the resolute fight 
they are making to keep their property. Ar- 
rears have been accumulating during the de- 
pression years. The time has come when they 
must be whittled down or the property will be 
liable to confiscation. 

Property is of only trifling market value 
now. But a home commonly represents the 
bulk of the owner's savings. In many cases it 
represents all he has managed to keep of the 
earnings of bygone years; if that is lost he is 
“broke.” Naturally he will make sacrifices of 
any kind to keep a roof over his family, and in 
hope that some day a sane monetary system will 
lift the dead weight of confiscatory usury and 
let value flow back again into his house and 
lot. 

Home-owners who are making so valiant a 
fight to keep their property and support the city 
deserve all the help that can be given them. 
Their loyalty imposes a serious responsiblity 
upon the city council, to do all it can do to pro- 
tect them and their interests. 

The one and only way to do that effectively 
is to cut down the charges on the city’s debt, 
amounting this year to more than $1,900,000. 
That is the big item in the load of taxation that 
has crushed the value out of property and is 
driving taxpayers into the street. The method 
does not matter so long as it is done legally. The 
necessity is that it be done.

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The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


This column has made so many references 
to the imminent possibility of war in Europe 
and war on the Pacific that it must present 
something of the other side of the picture. 
There are trained observers who think that, 
despite all talk and gestures of war, there is 
no immediate danger of any 
clash of nations. 

There's the Canadjan jour- 
nalist writing from Engiand 
who says that no nation has 
money enough to sustain a 
war for twelve months. Be- 
fore the Great War, Sir Nor- 
man Angell, econumist and 
pacifist, made similar cal- 
culations, only he figured 
that six months was the out- 
side time that any nation 
could finance war. We have learned a lot about 
the ability of nations to finance for wholesale 
killings since then. 

Professor F. H. Soward of the University of 
British Columbia says that the world is prob- 
ably safe from war for five years at least. He 
gives four reasons and none of them is concern- 
ed with money. Here they are: 

RADIO.—The nations now talk to each other 
hourly in this world-wide new method of com- 
munication. It would be difficult to hide any 
national movement or spring mass surprises. 

AIRCRAFT.—One present day plane is 
equal in destructive power to 400 planes of the 
kind used in the Great War. There is no effec- 
tive defence against airplane warfare, so that 
nations will be chary against starting wars 
which will expose them to destruction at home 
against which they cannot guard themselves. 

FASCISM.—Fascism fears revolution or 
other internal disturbance and is not ready for 
war till it feels itself more secure against in- 
ternal opposition. 

COMMUNISM.—All the nations fear the 
spread of Communism, and know that another 
world war would greatly spread Communism 
throughout the nations.

December “Esquire” has an article on “War 
and Revolution” by Ernest Hemingway. The 
famous ex-ambulance driver who wrote “Fare- 
well To Arms” argues that a complete military 
debacle is necessary as a foundation for any 
successful Communist revolution—that the pen- 
alty for losing a war badly enough is the des- 
truction of the State. Says he:

“No country was ever riper for revolution 
than Italy after the war, but the revolution 
was doomed to fail because her defeat was 
not complete. 

“France was whipped and ready for re- 
volution in 1917 after the failure of the 
Chemin de Dames offensive. Regiments re- 
volted and marched on Paris. Clemenceau 
came into power... and by shooting or 
frightening out of the country all his old pol- 
itical enemies, refusing to negotiate a peace, 
executing many soldiers who died without 
publicity, tied to stakes before firing squads 
at Vincennes, and holding on without fighting 
till the American effort arrived, had his 
troops fighting again by July of 1918. Be- 
cause they ended up as winners, revolution 
was doomed in France. 

“Germany was never defeated in a military 
debacle. There was never any Sedan such 
as prepared the way for the Commune. There 
was no final complete bankruptcy of faith in 
what the war was fought for .. . Germany 
had simply failed to win in the Spring and 
Summer but the army was still intact and 
there was a peace made before there was a 
defeat of the kind that makes revolution. True 
there was a revolution but it was conditioned 
and held in check by the way in which the 
war had ended... 

“Spain got a revolution that” correspond- 
ed exactly to the extent of her military de- 
bacle at Annual and those who were re- 
sponsible for that terrible butchery lost their 
jobs and their thrones. But when they tried 
to extend that revolution three weeks ago the 
mass of the people were not ready for it 
and they did not want it. 

“Neither Austria nor Hungary were ever 
really defeated in the war in the sense that 
France was defeated in 1870. The war wore 
out before anyone won it with them, and 
what has happened in both countries has re- 
flected that. Too many people still believed 
in the State, and war is the health of the 
State.” 


It must give the chancellories of Europe 
some pause at the present time to reflect that 
a decisive defeat in war will almost certainly 
mean a revolution and a victory for Commun- 
ism at home.

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Shortness Of Breath |SIDE GLANCES-By Geo. Clark | |

A story about Henry Ford relates how he 
ran up a flight of stairs after having had an 
operation. A plump bystander said: “I couldn't 
do that—it would make me too short of breath.” 
Mr, Ford replied, “If I were you, I would keep 
on trying until I could do it.’ Mr. Ford was 
probably referring to the 
most common type of short- 
ness of breath, which is due 
to lack of exercise, which 
allows one to get out of con- 
dition and therefore makes 
one “winded” easily. Many 
athletes who have stopped 
their sports find themselves 
very short of breath when 
they try to do the stunts they 
once did, but if they perse- 
vere, their breathing capacity 
increases and they become able to carry out 
muscular feats without getting short of breath. 

Shortness of breath is a very common symp- 
tom when the body is diseased, and may arise 
from a variety of conditions. It is almost im- 
possible to tell the exact reason for shortness 
of breath by guesswork as the doctor needs 
to know definitely what is causing it. A feel- 
ing as though one needs more air is not un- 
usual and may be due to eating a heavy meal 
and tHen exercising soon afterward; it may be 
due to an accumulation of fat and as a rule, 
plump people become short of breath more 
readily than slender people. Sometimes short- 
ness of breath may be directly caused by wear- 
ing tight garments resembling the old-fashioned 
corset which cramped the breathing space and 
hindered breathing. 

Some of the common causes of shortness of 
breath are: hard physical exercise, such as 
running: heart trouble of various types; a weak 
muscular condition due to neglect or to an acute 
illness such as a fever; indigestion with the pro- 
duction of large quantities of stomach gas, 
which presses upward against the diaphragm; 
anemia; high blood pressure, etc. Extreme 
shortness of breath may be seen in asthma 
cases, while difficulty in breathing is.found in 
pneumonia, bronchitis, croup, and pleurisy. 
When the breath becomes short after slight 
exertion with panting and a tight, constricted 
sensation through the chest, this may denote 
heart trouble or some abnormal condition of 
the arteries such as arterial hardening or high 
blood pressure. Shortness of breath, or dysp- 
nea, arises in anemia, because of the fact that 
the red blood cells are lacking in a certain 
substance which carries the oxygen from the 
lungs around in the bloodstream. The blood 
does not load up with enough oxygen and the 
body cells become starved for it, setting up an 
intense air hunger. 

If you suffer from the symptom of shortness 
of breath, I would advise you to have an ex- 
amination made to determine whether or not 
you have heart trouble, indigestion, or some 
other condition which might be producing it. 
If no trouble is found, then the best plan would 
be for you to take a careful look at your habits 
of living to see which ones are wrong. You 
probably need more exercise, more deep breath- 
ing out in the fresh air, and a wiser selection 
of food. By slowly persevering until you get 
your body in a good healthy condition, you 
should be able to rid yourself of this distressing 
symptom.

ANSWER: If you are not suffering from 
some disease which might make you feel chilly, 
it would probably be well for you to use more 
starches and fats in your diet, using one kind 
of starchy food at noon together with some of 
the green vegetables. Here is a list of good 
starches: potatoes, macaroni, spaghetti, ver- 
micell, Hubbard squash, brown rice, corn bread, 
whole wheat biscuits, whole wheat bread, 
shredded wheat, canned corn, etc.
